News from Supreme Council 

From the Supreme Knight Carl A. Anderson 12/1/07 

The Church will soon celebrate the 475th anniversary of the appearance of Our Lady of Guadalupe to 
St. Juan Diego at the foot of Tepeyac Hill. It was Pope Pius XII, nearly 70 years ago, who proclaimed 
Mary as "Empress of All the Americas." In that sense, we Knights might choose to honor her these next 
1 2 months under the title, "Our Lady of Unity." As we seek to bring Columbianism to every eligible 
Catholic man, regardless of what language he speaks or what his country of origin may be, let us seek 
her intercession. 

The first Knights of Columbus charter may have been proudly signed by Father Michael J. McGivney 
and other men of Irish- American descent. Today, though, the charters I sign are studded with names 
like "Rivera" and "Aguilar," "Wnorowksi" and "Zadrozny," and "Nguyen" and "Pham." 
What this demonstrates to me is that Columbianism is a powerful force within the Church that tran- 
scends borders. The Knights of Columbus brings Catholic men together as Catholic men first, and as 
proud citizens of their homeland or adopted country second. Though the Knights started at Council 1 in 
the predominantly Irish immigrant parish of St. Mary's in New Haven, we now have councils numbering 
14,000 and higher in urban, suburban and rural parishes, on college campuses and on military bases 
throughout America, Asia and Europe - wherever Catholic men want to come together united in charity 
for the Church, the community, family life, young people and one another. 

Our Lady of Unity, who humbly imitates your Son in everything, let us always be led by your example as 
we carry Father McGivney's vision forward.

Fund established to aid those affected by Typhoon Durian in Philippines. 

The Supreme Council of the Knights of Columbus Dec. 7 committed $50,000 to help victims of 
Typhoon Durian, which struck the island of Luzon in the Philippines Nov. 30, and encouraged 
state and local councils of the Order and any concerned individual donor, to make contributions 
as well. 

The powerful storm hit the Philippines with winds as high as 140 miles (225 kilometers) per 
hour, and caused landslides and flooding that destroyed or damaged at least 250,000 
homes. More than 1 ,300 people are dead or missing in the wake of the storm, and aid is ur- 
gently needed for the survivors. The worst damage was done in the area around Mayon, a vol- 
cano in the province of Albay. 

Supreme Knight Carl A. Anderson noted that the Knights of Columbus has more than 200,000 
members in the Philippines, many of whom have been working to help those affected by the 
storm. 

"Just as U.S. and Canadian Knights rushed to help those in need after hurricanes Katrina and 
Rita last year, Filipino Knights are reaching out to their countrymen on Luzon who are suffering 
so much right now," Anderson said. "This contribution expresses our solidarity with them in their 



Knights commit another $1M to national shrine 

NEW HAVEN, December 1 1 (CNA) - The Knights of Columbus have made a $1- 
million gift to the Basilica of the National Shrine of the Immaculate Conception in 
Washington, D.C. The contribution makes the Order the lead donor of a 3,780 square- 
foot mosaic dome in the Shrine's Great Upper Church, which will depict themes relat- 
ing to the Incarnation. 

The donation continues the Knights' historic relationship with the shrine. In 1959, the 
Order donated $1 million for the construction of the shrine's bell tower, also known as 
the Knights' Tower, which contains a carillon of 56 bells. 

In the 1980s, the Knights established and have continually maintained a Knight- 
staffed usher ministry at the shrine. The Order also created a $1 -million memorial en- 
dowment, named in honor of Past Supreme Knight Luke E. Hart, to promote Marian 
devotion at the shrine and to preserve and maintain the building. 

Since 1 989, the Order has regularly funded televised liturgies or other spiritual broad- 
casts from the shrine. 

The announcement of the Knights' gift came on the day the Church celebrated the 
Solemnity of the Immaculate Conception.
